SUB J : SUDANESE VIEW OF DAR ES SALAAM OAU MEDIATION 

1 . SUDANESE OFFICIALS BOTH PUBLICLY AND PRIVATELY 
HAVE SOUGHT TO CHARACTERIZE OAU SUDANESE/ETHIOPIAN RECONCILI- 
ATION MEETING AT DAR ES SALAAM AS SUCCESSFUL. MFA AFRICAN 
DEPT DIRECTOR BARIDO TOLD EMBOFF UPON HIS RETURN FROM DAR 
ES SALAAM THAT HE WAS "GREATLY ENCOURAGED" BY ITS RESULTS. 

MINISTER OF STATE FOR FOREIGN AFFAIRS FRANCIS DENG IN PRESS 
STATEMENT SAID THAT MEETING HAD BEEN SUCCESSFUL, IMPORTANT 
AND WILL HELP KHARTOUM OAU SUMMIT "SCORE ITS OBJECTIVES." 
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DENG REAFFIRMED NECESSITY OF CARRYING OUT FREETOWN RESOLUTIONS. 
HE DESCRIBED MAIN THEMES OF MEETING AS RESUMPTION OF 
NORMAL BILATERAL RELATIONS AND PEACEFUL RESOLUTIONS OF 
CONFILCTS. DENG EMPHASIZED STEPS SUDAN HAS TAKEN TO 
COMPLY WITH FREETOWN RESOLUTION INCLUDING RESUMPTION 
OF ECONOMICALLY UNVIABLE AIR FLIGHTS TO ADDIS ABABA, 

CESSATION OF INFORMATION CAMPAIGN AND THE RETURN OF 
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ETHIOPIAN SOLDIERS WHO TOOK ASYLUM IN SUDAN. 

2. DESPITE THESE CLAIMS OF SUCCESS, DENG'S PRESS STATEMENT 
IMPLIED LACK OF AGREEMENT ON MAJOR ISSUES. DENG SAID 
THAT ERITREAN ISSUES WERE DISCUSSED AT LENGTH AND THAT 
SUDAN HAD STRESSED THE NECESSITIES OF SOLVING ERITREAN 
PROBLEM POLITICALLY AND OF AVOIDING FOREIGN INTERVENTION. 
NOTING THAT ERITREAN QUESTION WAS NOT DIRECTLY PART OF FREE- 
TOWN AGREEMENT. DENG HIGHLIGHTED FRANK DISCUSSIONS ON THIS 
QUESTION BECAUSE IT IS PRINCIPAL "FACTOR UNDERLYING DETERIORA- 
TION OF SUDAN-ETHIOPIAN RELATIONS." 

3. IN TERMS OF IMPROVING BILATERAL RELATIONS, RESULTS OF 
DAR ES SALAAM MEETING APPEAR MEAGER. SUDANESE CLEARLY ARE 
CONCERNED THAT ETHIOPIA WAS AND STILL IS SEEKING MILITARY 
SOLUTION FOR ERITREA. THIS WAS REASON FOR THEIR EARLIER 
RELUCTANCE TO ATTEND DAR ES SALAAM MEETING. HOWEVER, IN 
OUR VIEW, IMMEDIATELY PRIOR TO KHARTOUM OAU SUMMIT SUDAN 
DID NOT WISH TO APPEAR TO BE JEOPARDIZING OAU MEDIATION 
EFFORT AND, THEREFORE, 

SENT DELEGATION TO DAR ES SALAAM. 

THUS, SUDANESE ATTENDANCE WAS MORE TACTICAL THAN STRATEGIC 
AND THEY HELD LITTLE HOP FOR ITS SUCCESS. 

4. THERE ARE SOME INDICATIONS THAT DENGS PUBLIC 
CHARACTERIZATION OF DAR ES SALAAM AS SUCCESSFUL MAY HAVE 
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PROVOKED SOME DEBATE WITHIN SUDANESE GOVERNMENT. WE ARE 
PUZZLED BY A SEPARATE PRESS STATEMENT MADE BY DENG THAT 
VISIT OF FIRST VICE PRESIDENT ABUL GASSIM TO ADDIS HAD 
NOT BEEN CANCELLED, BUT DATE NOT YET FIXED. DENG 
CLAIMED THAT THERE WAS NOTHING TO CAUSE CANCELLAITON OF ABUL 
GASSIM’S VISIT. ELLIPTICALLY, THIS STATEMENT SUGGESTS 
THAT WITHIN SUDAN GOVERNMENT THERE IS SOME CONCERN ABOUT 
LACK OF PROGRESS ON ISSUES SUCH AS RETURN OF SEVERAL 
THOUSAND ARMED ANSAR NOT REFLECTED IN DENG'S ORIGINAL 
PUBLIC STATEMENT.
